The master plan for the pro- 
posed sewerage system of Wil- 
mington was placed in the 
hands of the Board of Select- 
men last Saturday, in a spec- 
ial meeting, in the Town pall. 
The plan lays out the pro- 
posed system for all parts of 
Wilmington except the Rural 
Districts, and is expected to 
cost eventually in the neigh- 
borhood of $3,000,000, It was 
prepared by Whitman & Howard, 
Inc., Engineers, of 89 Broad 
Street Boston. 

Basically there are two parts 
to the plan, one being a trunk 
line from the Woburn line to- 
wards Wilmington Square and 
Silver Lake, and called the 
Lake Interceptor. This will 
run alongside the tracks of 
the Nashua Branch of the 
to a point near Grove Avenue, 
Tributary to this trunk line 
will be lines covering Butters 
Row, Burlington Avenue, Shaw- 
sheen Ave, Church St and mid- 
dlesex Avenue, as well as the 
entire Silver Lake District. 
The other trunk line will be 
one running towards North Wil- 
mington, and will be known as 
the North Wilmington Intercept 
or. It will cross Lowell St, 
at a point near the Walpole 
Woodworkers, join West St. 
near Grove Street, and further 
on it will parallel the B&M 
Portland Branch, to Salem St. 
where it will be ready for use 
and extension to the Northern 
Industrial Zone of Wilmingtom 
The pipe to be used along the 
Portland Branch of the B&M is 
planned to be 12 inches in dia: 
meter, 

The largest pipe, near the 
Woburn line, will be 30 inches 
in diameter, 

Wilmington, according to the 
statements made Saturday, will 
not be expected to treat any 
of the sewerage before it is 
discharged into the metropoli- 
tan North District Trunk line, 
expected to be completed to 
the south Wilmington line in 
1960.

CIVIL DEFENSE RADIO TEAM 
WORKED 412 STATIONS IN 
ARRL FIELD DAY 
Amateur radio operators in 
the Wilmington Civil vefense 
Radio Team worked with 412 ra- 
dio stations, in 20 states, 
Canada, Puerto Rico and Mexico 
during the 24 American Radio 
Relay League test ending at 5 

pm Sunday. 

The test, a nationwide one in 
cooperation with the national 
Civil Defense was designed to 
see which station could con- 
tact the most radio stations 
under emergency conditions, in 
a 24 hour period. 

Wilmington’s team, well or- 
ganized, converged on Camp 40 
Acres Saturday afternoon, rea- 
dy to stay up all night, and 
they did. 

The youngest operator was 
George Szadis, of Lloyd Road, 
15 years old. The oldest was 
Mel Cassidy of Burnap St, 
a cool 50 years old. 

There were almost enough op- 
erators to man a battleship, 
14 of them, manning five em- 
ergency stations, ranging from 
two Civil Defense Radios, for 
the 2 and 6 meter bands, to 
sets which were privately own- 
ed, The Civil Defense 2 meter 
set was operated by novices, 
and the 6 meter set by techni- 
cians, 

Power was supplied by the Ci- 
vil Defense generator, which 
started to act up during the 
night, and had as a result a 
voltage which varied from 70 
to 135. The operators lost a- 
bout two hours of contact with 
the outside world as a result. 

Four rotating antennas, and 
four long wire antennas were 
used.
